By 
following accurately the recipes which we furnish for its preparation, a most deli- 
cious jelly or hlanc mange can be made, at a much less cost, and far more agreea- 
ble to the taste than those composed of the common kinds of Isinglass, which are 
often of bad materials, unhealthy, and little better than glue. We specially re- 
commend these Gelatines, which we import and sell by the cask, or in smaller 
quantities, as may be desired. They are white and red, of thin and transparent 
texture, but can easily be colored for the table, with proper juices, possessing the 
whole of the nutriment, without the impurities of the inferior kinds.

This powerful vegetable Astringent was first made known to the Medical Profession of 
England, by Da. Jeffreys, of Liverpool, through the medium of The Lancet , so far back as 
January 5th, 1839. — See his Letter in that Periodical Publication. Since that period, he has 
after much trouble, inconvenience and expense, used every means in his power to extend its 
use and confirm its efficacy ; and can now, with confidence, recommend its notice to his Medical 
Brethren, as a valuable Styptic externally, and as a powerful Astringent internally.

N- B. — As there is not only a spurious Herb sometimes offered for sale, but also an inferior 
sort met with in the market, the first of which is quite inert, and the latter inefficacious, the 
public are earnestly warned not to use any but that which is genuine, and which is now well 
known.

French Recipes for Making 

JELLY AND BLANC MANGE. 

WITH WHITE OR PINK 

FRENCH GELATINE. 

J c ||y. To two ounces of Gelatine, put two pints and a half of water, half a pint of 

sherry wine, the rind of two lemons, grated, with the juice of three, half a pound of white 
sugar, and the whites and shells of three eggs beaten together. Put all the ingredients together 
cold, and stir frequently until they boil. Then pour into a suspended Jelly bag, and it will 
strain through quite clear. If it should not be perfectly clear, pour back what first passed 
through it, and let it drip, but do not squeeze the bag. Color with saffron or beet juice. In 
warm weather, place in a refrigerator as soon as cold. 

Blanc Mange. — To two ounces of Gelatine, put three pints of good rich milk. Flavor 
according to taste, with essence of lemon, cinnamon, ratafia, or vanilla ; sweeten with white 
sugar. Place all on the fire cold, and stir frequently until the Gelatine is dissolved. Then 
strain it, and when partially cold pour into the moulds. 
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The following are English Recipes. 

To make a Good Jelly. — Add a pint of water to three-fourths or one ounce of 
Gelatine; let it stand five minutes to softeu, then simmer, stirring it while dissolving; add 
four ounces loaf sugar, a small piece of cinnamon, the peel thinly cut, of one lemon, and the 
juice of two. Boil all together, adding two glasses of white wine, or one of brandy or rum, and 
then strain into a shape. 

To make a Blauc-UIan&fe. — Add a pint and a half of milk to one ounce of 
Gelatine ; let it stand five minutes to soften ; then add half a dozen blanched bitter almonds 
cut in pieces, and the thinly cut peel of half a lemon ; sweeten with loaf sugar ; simmer all 
together, and strain into a shape.
